2. ALL OF THE BUDGETS FOR THE ABOVE PROPOSALS MUST BE 
REVISED AND RE-SUBMITTED FOR NSF'S CONCURRENCE BEFORE THE 
COVER SHEET CAN BE PREPARED. THE NEW BUDGETS MUST TAKE 
INTO CONSIDERATION THE NEW EXCHANGE RATE OF THE ZLOTY, AND 
THE CURRENT PER DIEM RATES FOR POLISH AND U.S. SCIENTISTS. 

IT MAY BE NECESSARY TO REDUCE THE TOTAL AMOUNT OF SOME 
PROJECT’S BUDGETS IN ORDER TO SUPPORT ALL THE PROJECTS 
RECOMMENDED BY NSF. (MR. PETRUS PROPOSED THIS OPTION 
DURING HIS VISIT TO NSF IN APRIL.) HOWEVER, NSF 
WILL NOT APPROVE ANY REDUCTIONS IN THE AMOUNT FOR U.S. 

AND POLISH TRAVEL AS SPECIFIED IN THE ORIGINAL BUDGETS OF 
THE PROPOSALS. THE OVER-ALL NUMBER AND DURATION OF TRIPS, 
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THEREFORE, FOR BOTH POLISH AND U.S. SCIENTISTS, SHOULD NOT 
BE AFFECTED BY THESE BUDGET REVISIONS. INCREASES IN 
OVERALL TRAVEL COSTS SHOULD BE OFFSET BY REDUCING AMOUNTS 

IN OTHER BUDGET CATEGORIES, SUCH AS OVERHEAD AND 
ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES, SALARIES, EXPENDABLE SUPPLIES, 

ETC. IN THIS CONTEXT, NSF REMINDS THE EMBASSY THAT FROM 
THE INCEPTION OF THE SFC PROGRAM, POLISH RESEARCH ORGANIZA- 
TIONS HAVE INSISTED UPON UNREALISTICALLY HIGH FUNDING 
LEVELS FOR OVERHEAD AND ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES IN THE 
BUDGETS OF RESEARCH PROPOSALS, SWIERK BEING A PARTICULAR 
EXAMPLE OF THIS PRECEDENT. INDEED, POLISH SCIENTISTS 
ADMIT THIS FREELY, STATING THAT IN ORDER TO OBTAIN APPROVAL 
FOR THEIR BUDGETS, THEY MUST ALLOCATE "AMPLE" FUNDS FOR 
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ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES, BUILDING MAINTENANCE, ETC., COSTS 
WHICH GO DIRECTLY TO THE INSTITUTION AND NOT TO SUPPORT 
ACTUAL RESEARCH COSTS. 

3. NSF WILL SEND A LETTER TO EACH OF THE POLISH PRINCIPAL 
INVESTIGATORS REQUESTING THEM TO SUBMIT A REVISED BUDGET 
TO NSF AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. NSF REQUESTS THE EMBASSY, IF 
POSSIBLE, TO ASSIST POLISH SCIENTISTS IN EXPEDITING THE 
SUBMISSION OF THEIR BUDGETS THROUGH OFFICIAL POLISH 
CHANNELS. THE EMBASSY MAY WISH TO REMIND THE POLISH 
COOPERATING ORGANIZATIONS THAT NSF HAS TAKEN A VERY LIB- 
ERAL, REPEAT LIBERAL POSITION ON THE ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA 
FOR JOINT FINANCING PROPOSALS. SINCE IN ALL JOINT-FINANCED 
PROJECTS, INTERNATIONAL AIR FARES WILL BE PAID FROM THE 
U.S. OWNED TRAVEL FUND, NSF DOES NOT EXPECT ANY DIF 
FICULTIES OVER SHIFTING FUNDS FROM OTHER BUDGET CATEGORIES 
TO COVER INCREASED COSTS OF U.S. AND POLISH TRAVEL IN THE 
REVISED BUDGETS. TO REPEAT, NSF WILL NOT APPROVE ANY 
REVISED BUDGETS THAT REDUCE TRAVEL FOR U.S. AND POLISH 
SCIENTISTS. 

4. THE EMBASSY MAINTAINS ALL FINANCIAL RECORDS ON TRAVEL 
EXPENDITURES AND RESEARCH EXPENDITURES FOR ALL POST- 
OCTOBER 8, 1974, NSF/SFCP AWARDS. IN ORDER TO PREPARE THE 
COVER SHEETS FOR THE JOINT-FINANCED PROJECTS, NSF AND THE 
POLISH COOPERATING ORGANIZATION WILL NEED THE UNEXPENDED 
BALANCES FOR TRAVEL AND RESEARCH COSTS FOR EACH ACTIVE NSF 
AWARD TO BE JOINT-FINANCED. NSF WOULD APPRECIATE RE- 
CEIVING THIS INFORMATION SO THAT NSF CAN ASSIST IN THE 
PREPARATION OF COVER SHEETS UPON RECEIPT OF THE REVISED 
BUDGETS. OF COURSE, THE POLISH COOPERATING INSTITUTIONS 
SHOULD ALSO HAVE THESE UNEXPENDED BALANCES SINCE AT THE
